SUPERIN TENDING SCHOOL, COMMITTEE, 


In compliance with the law, the School Committee submit 
the following report for the year ending February 28, 1883. 

We have required written examinations of all applicants 
to teach school in town, and are of opinion that it is an im- 
provement on the old plan. It certainly is more satisfactory 
to committee, and the best qualified teachers, and requires 
the applicant to come before the committee better posted in 
the branches to be taught. 

The schools during the past year have made a decided 
improvement, as the roll of honor will show, and the teach- 
ers generally have worked with a will. 

We find the schools that have made the most decided im- 
provement are those that have been frequently visited by 
the parents. 

One teacher, in his remarks in the register, says: ‘If 
parents would only realize the value of time, and the neces- 
sity of the constant and prompt attendance of their children 
at school, the school work would be much easier for teachers 
and pupils, and the school would show a marked improve- 
ment.” 

We are fully satisfied that those schools which have been 
taught through the whole school year, by the same teacher, 
have made the most thorough advancement. 

We regret to say that three of the teachers employed dur- 
ing the year were’ too lazy, or too careless, to read the in- 
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structions printed in the school register, and hence made 
gross mistakes in their reports, or wholly neglected to give 
the answers required. 
And we recommend that Prudential Committees comply 
with the General Laws, Chapter 89, Section 6, in the future.
